By the ‘Railway Con- 
vention ontered into some fow years back 
between England and Russia regarding 
railways in Manchuria and the Yangtae 
basin,.it was stipulated that neither would 
Joneroach upon the other's preserves in 
these rogians, and Germany by her agree- 
niont re ‘the Tientsin-Chinkiang Railyray 
admitted that the Yangtse end of the 
projected" line would be treated as: in 
the British sphere of influonce. Having 
got the open door overywhere (but in 
Shantung where she keeps it rigorously 
pelosed to outsiders), Germany now wants 
England to. abandoa her sphere in the 
Yangtse und to deny the British right to 
feck cconumie advantages in that sphere 
unless they share tho same with Germany, 
The French agreed to the terms which the 
Germans inade behind the back of Grant 
Britain and Japan with Princo Ching over 
the evacuation of Shanghai, excopt that 
they had the decency to strike out tho.
